D E TRO IT (U PI) - The 
apparent suicide of a top De 
troit police official a day after 
the firing of Police Chief Phil- 
ip Tannian has further 
shaken the troubled depart 
ment, whose top echelon is 
the target of a federal drug 
probe. 
Police said Deputy Chief 
Reginald C. Harvel, 47. a 21- 
year police veteran and the 
department's fourth-ranking 
officer, apparently shot 
himself twice in the chest 
with a ,38-caliber police re­ 
volver, authorities said The 
cause of death was tentative-

ly listed as suicide pending 
further examination. 
Marvel's body was found 
early Wednesday at his De­ 
troit home.

by 
Mayor 
Coleman 
Young on Tuesday and Depu­

probe, was relieved of his 
duties last week. 
A federal grand jury is prob­ 
ing allegations of drug dealing 
among top department of­ 
ficers but a law enforcement 
officer close to the investiga­ 
tion told the Detroit Free 
Press Wednesday that Harvel 
was not considered a "target" 
in the case. 
Harvel earlier this week 
told the Free Press in an 
interview that he had been 
concerned about the drug 
probe ruining his career be­ 
cause he was a protege of 
Blount. Blount went on in­

A police spokesman said 
Harvel, a former undercover 
narcotics officer and father of 
three children, had been un­

Council 
Finance 
Chairman 
Matthew J. Troy Jr., who 
pleaded guilty in July to a 
federal charge of income tax 
fraud, has been sentenced to 
two months in jail and fined 
$5,000. 


U.S. District Judge George 
C. Pratt sentenced the Queens 
councilman Wednesday to two 
years in prison in addition to 
the fine, but suspended all but 
two months of the prison term. 


Pratt set Nov. 29 as the date 
for Troy to go to jail. 


Payment of Troy’s federal 
tax obligations was a condition 


of the sentence. The coun­ 
cilman pleaded guilty to fail­ 
ing to report $37,000 in income 
he received in 1972. 


In a signed statement, Troy 
said the unreported income 
was money he withdrew 
without authorization from es­ 
tates he handled in his private 
law practice. Queens District 
Attorney Nicholas Ferraro is 
investigating the case with a 
view to possible charges of 
embezzlement. 


The 
councilman 
said 
on 
Sept. 8, when he originally was 
to have been sentenced, that 


he intended to withdraw his 
guilty plea. But, he let the 
deadline for withdrawal pass 
last Monday without filing the 
necessary papers. 


Before the sentencing 
Wednesday, Troy’s attorney 
Marvyn Komberg told Pratt 
his client used the money to 
put his nine children through 
parochial school. “ At no time 
did he violate his position of 
trust (as a public official)," 
Komberg said. 


Nothing in the Adminis­ 
trative Code or City Charter 
requires the council to remove 
Troy as a result of his violation 


of federal law. 


The Council’s Rules Com­ 
mittee will meet next Tuesday 
to take up the matter. 


Because the committee ap­ 
pointed Troy as finance chair­ 
man, it can look into the pro­ 
priety of his continuing to hold 
the position. 


Any recommendation that 
the committee makes concern­ 
ing Troy would have to be 
taken up by the full council. 


Troy receives $9,000 a year 
for the chairmanship in addi­ 
tion 
to 
his 
$20,000-a-year 
salary as a councilman and 
$5,000 in expenses.

NIAGARA FALLS. N.Y. 
(UPI) — Federal and state 
investigators have found 147 
tons of the pesticide Mirex in 
sealed containers at a Hooker 
Chemicals & Plastics ware­ 
house here. 
The Environmental Protesc- 
tion Agency and the state De­ 
partment of Environmental 
Conservation, which sent 20 
scientists here Monday for a 
three-day investigation, said 
they expected to find about 70 
tons of the chemical. 
However, an EPA spokes­ 
man in New York City said 
Wednesday that Hooker in­ 
formed the PIPA four months 
ago that it had '294,600 pounds 
of Mirex in storage. 


The spokesman said Hooker 
sent a letter to the EPA May 
21 and the EPA felt the storage 
was not causing environmental 
damage. 


"As far as we knew the 
amount that was up there was 
not causing any environmental 
damage." The spokesman 
said. 
John Ciancia, of the EPA 
laboratory in Edison. N.J., 
who is in charge of the inspec­ 
tion team, said investigators 
found 294.600 pounds of Mirex 
in “ sealed tight" containers in 
a dry warehouse. 
The state had estimated 
there were 140,000 pounds of 
Mirex at the plant. 
The team of scientists was 
sent here after ‘‘dangerously" 
high levels of Mirex was found 
in fish caught in Lake Ontario. 
The scientists also said that 
Hooker 
once 
manufactured 
another 
pesticide, 
Keporie, 
here. 
Scientists reported that both 
Mirex and Kepone both have 
caused cancer in laboratory 
animals. 


Clancia said testing has con­ 
centrated largely on finding 
discharges of Mirex, and no 
details on the Kepone manu­ 
facture were available, but it 
reportedly was manufactured 
for Hooker s plant in Virginia. 


Hooker was identified by the 
Department of Environmental 
Conservation as the ‘‘major 
source" of Mirex pollution in 
the Niagara River, which flows 
into Lake Ontario. 


Hooker officials have said 
the company has not made 
Mirex since 1967 at its plant 
here and has not processed or 
packaged it since April of 1975. 
However, 
investigators said 
quantities of the chemical may 
have been washed by rainfall 
into sewer pipes under the 
plant, then into the river. 
Hooker officials have refused 
comment on the investigation.

Pro cra stina tio n Is Their Ga me 
Archivists Lo ve Dela y 


W A SH IN G TO N (U PI) - 
Archivists are always having 
to decide what pieces of paper 
to save and what to throw 
away. 
" I n a rc h iv is m ," says 
arch ivist H erb ert Fich, 
keeper of 30 million docu­ 
ments at Cornell University, 
“ it’s better to put off to 
tomorrow something you 
could do today. 
“ Tomorrow you might need 
the records that you didn't 
discard today. Time is on the 
archivists’ side. Deciding 
what to retain is the place 
where the archivist acts at his 
most professional.” 
He was here this week talk­ 
ing shop at the convention of 
the Society of the American 
Archivists. 
The 800 Americans met in 
conjunction with the Eighth 
International 
Congress 
on 
Archives, Wearing earphones, 
568 international delegates 
discussed common archival 
concerns with simultaneous 
translation in five languages. 
Archivists are the collec­ 
tors, catalogers and keepers of 
society’s records. 
In this country, the Na­ 
tional Archives keeps 3 
billion documents in 20 re­ 


positories, including one 10- 
acre building outside Wash­ 
ington. It also supervises the 
disposition of government pa­ 
perwork. 
The N ational Archives 
keeps 2 to 3 per cent of all 
government records produced 
each year — 7 million cubic 
feet added to the shelves an­ 
nually. 
The archivists worried over 
questions of privacy, of access 
to records, of the problems 
arising from the endless and 
massive outpouring of new 
government documents. They 
also discussed the ultimate 
ownership 
of Richard 
M. 
Nixon’s White House tapes, 
an issue awaiting a Supreme 
Court ruling. 
They talked, 
too. about 
how to store computerized 
documents (80 per cent of the 
government’s records are ex­ 
pected to be on magnetic 
tape, not paper, in 20 years) 
and thefts of old papers from 
poorly guarded libraries — a 
new, rising concern. 
F i n c h , 
the 
C o r n e ll 
archivist, said that an 
archivist, to know what pa­ 
pers to keep, needs a solid 
grasp of history (looking at 


each document with the ques­ 
tion, “ If I were writing a book, 
would I want this?") and 
must have "archival imagina­ 
tion” and, finally, needs in­ 
tuition, 
“ You just have to develop a 
gut feeling that some day 
someone will say, ‘Blessings 
on that archivist,” ’ he said. 
The profession has made 
mistakes, he noted. 
Archivists used to save only 
the papers of "great white 
men,” he said. They failed to 
anticipate the rise of black 
history, of the women’s move­ 
ment and of interest in the 
histories of large groups (“ all 
the Slavs in Milwaukee, for 
example” ). Now they have to 
scurry through uncataloged 
documents to satisfy society’s 
interests in those things. 
As for the future of presi­ 
dential papers after the Nix­ 
on tapes question is resolved, 
Congress created a National 
Study Commission on Re­ 
cords and Documents of Fed­ 
eral Officials to make recom­ 
mendations. 
Ann Morgan Campbell of 
the National Archives staff, a 
commission 
member, 
said 
solutions haven’t been found 
yet. 


Vietna mese Gro ceries Are 
Spring ing up in New Orlea ns 


NEW ORLEANS (U PI) - 
One of the first businesses to 
open in a neighborhood of new 
immigrants is a grocery. 
In the barrios, small bodegas 
pop up in tiny comer stores. 
Italian neighborhoods boast 
markets brimming with pasta, 
olive oil and tomato dishes.

Stale licorice, 
perhaps water chestnuts and 
other foreign-looking dishes. 
But most are thinly stocked. 
“ We’re doing very well. But 
very hard work,” said Tuong 
Van Vu, “ Tom,” who left Sai­ 
gon in a U.S. Embassy heli­ 
copter one day before the 
North Vietnamese takeover. 
Tom, now an engineering stu­ 
dent at the University of New 
Orleans, 
works 
in a store 
owned by his uncle Tuong 
Nguyen. 
“ This is coffee from my 
country,” said Tom, picking 
up plastic bags filled with a 
pitchblack grind. "And this is 
the cigarette stuff. They take 
the 
paper 
and roll to 
cigarettes. But strong — very 
strong.” 
The market has been open 
three months for a small but 
steady stream of Vietnamese. 


Word spread through the Viet­ 
namese 
community 
in 
the 
metropolitan area via flyers, 
business cards and word of 
mouth. 
Although food, specifically 
noodles, is the biggest selling 
item, there are others. 
One display cabinet carries 
inexpensive jewelry and sever­ 
al diamond engagement rings. 
The front wall is filled with 
used television sets, mostly 
black and white, some there 
for repair and others for sale. 
Several used refrigerators 
stand in a back corner and the 
Berry’s World

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Sen- 


ate Wednesday passed a bill revising 
the permanent, federal-state un- 
employment compensation program. 
Among other things is would require 
state and local governments to take 
over most of the cost of providing 
jobless pay coverage for their own 
nearly 8 million employes. 


The most outstanding provision of 


the bill is one that would let the 
duration of payments drop from 65 
weeks back to the original 39. The 
House already has passed a similar 
bill, differing in some respects, and a 
conference now will be held to recon- 
cile the two.

County Jobless Rate Drops 1.2% 


KINGSTON - Ulster County's un- 


employment rate dropped 1.2 per cent for 
the month of August, according to state 
figures released today; the large drop has 
drawn responses of surprise and pleasure 
from local officials. 


"I'm encouraged, but I honestly don't 


know of any specific reason for the drop," 
said Robert Randall, the county's man- 
power administrator. 


Today's figures from the New York 


State Department of Labor indicate that 
the local unemployment rate went from 


11.2 per cent during July to 10.0 per cent 
in August. 


Dotty Seaman at the State Labor 


Department's Kingston office offered a 
comment similar to Randall's. 


"I couldn't be happier, but I don't know 


why it happened," she said. 


Seaman also said she expected a large 


'drop during September bsecause of re- 
turning school employes. 


The state figures indicate that a drop 


of .9 per cent has been recorded in the 
county for the one-year period ending last 


month. Statewide, about 8.8 per cent of 
the state's labor force was unemployed in 
August, an improvement of 0.6 per cent 
from the previous month, according to the 
labor department. In August 1975, the 
jobless rate was 9.6 per cent. 


The number of persons with jobs fell 


17,100 from July, to 6,926,100 or 93,300 
below August 1975 levels, the department 
reported. Most of the one-month declines 
were in New York City and Nassau- 
Suffolk areas, with most upstate areas 
recording employment increases. 


The number unemployed was 664,900, 


the lowest since December 1974 and 
80,800 below the level recorded a year 


ago. There were 52,500 fewer persons 6uY 
of work in August than in July. Most of 
the decline was attributed to rehiring of 
recently laid-off workers and a seasonal 
reduction in unemployed. 


All areas of the state except Elmira saw 


unemployment drop in August. About 
half of the statewide decline occurred in 
New York City, with substantial fall off 


in NassauSuffolk and rural counties. 


New York City continued to have the 


worst unemployment rate of the major 
metropolitan areas — 10.1 per cent in 
August, although it was down 0.7 per cent 
from July. 


Poughkeepsie's 6.0 per cent jobless rate 


was the lowest for a major industrial area. 


The highest unemployment rate was 


12.7 per cent in Oswego County. Hamil- 
ton County's 2.6 per cent was the lowest.

which opened June 1, was slow at first,

Missing Mail Still 
Mystifies Woodstock 


KINGSTON - The six-week old case 


of Woodstock's missing mail becomes 
ever more mysterious as reports trickle in 
of some letters being returned to senders 
by the Kingston Post Office last week, 
while others arrived at their destination 
without cancellation or post marks. 


The mail disappeared Aug. 18, some- 


where between Woodstock and Kingston, 
but postal authorities refused to discuss 
its whereabouts at that time. 


When questioned Wednesday, 


Kingston's acting postmaster, 
Robert 


Smith, said the mail had been "mis- 
directed" and that it simply "came in on 
one of our trucks." 


Asked if he knew where the mail was for 


five weeks, he replied, "Nope." 


Smith said that, once found, some of 


the mail was forwarded and other letters 
were returned to senders. 


Rotron Inc., Woodstock's largest postal 


customer, reports that only seven of hun- 
dreds of letters it mailed Aug. 18 have 
been returned by the post office to the 
company. 


Mower's Market, whose mail was also 


lost, said it was informed by the State 
Liquor Authority that it had a long last 
received correspondence mailed from the 
store. 


But John Lavalle's experience with the 


post office was unique. Tht owner of 
Sight and Sound in Woodstock revealed 


that a letter with an enclosed mortgage 
check sent to his private mortgager Aug. 
18, finally reached its destination Friday, 
five weeks after he sent it — and, it had 
no cancellation of post mark. 


In fact, two other letters to J. C. Penney 


Department Store, mailed by him the 
same day, were tied to the mortgage 
check with a rubber band and delivered 
to the mortgager. 


Lavalle said he first found out what 


happened to his mail when the Kingston 
Post Office called him saying, "We have 
mail for you here. What do you want us 
to do with it?" 


Lavalle had already spent money stop- 


ping payment on the checks he had 
mailed out as did others such at Woods- 
tock chiropractor Dr. Joel Auster, whose 
monthly alimony payment never reached 
its destination. 


At the time of the mail's disappearance, 


Woodstock resident* were angered mostly 
at the fact that they were never informed 
by postal authorities of the loss. Some 
postal authorities even declined to say 
any mail was missing. 


Now the letter lenders, including Perk 


Gentilin, owner of Mower's whose mail 
was also lost, say they an once again 
getting a song and dance" from postal 
spokesmen who refused to reveal what 
happened to the mystery mail bag.

Woodstock Plays Waiting Game 


WOODSTOCK - Mo»t of 


Woodrtock'i town" center hat 
been plagued with sewage 
problem* to several decades. 
: Various attempts over the 
yean, to finance centralized 
'sewage treatment, however, 
have always met with defeat. 


The seriousnew of ths prob- 


lem was re-emphasized this 
year after a dye study test of 
septic tanka in the village area 
'by engineers of the county 
health department: Even an 
incomplete test showed that 32 
per cent of some 90 businesses 
and homes in the main section 
of town were in violation of 
pollution rules..With town of- 
ficials already drawing up yet 
another set of plans to submit 
to the state for sewage funding 
aid, the county began issuing 
individual orders to clean up. 


One of ths first went to How- 


ard C. St. John, owner of the 
Bradley Meadows shopping 
center. Inside: stores .there, 
toilets backed up. Outside, 
disagreeable odors hung over 
the parking lot on hot, summer 
days, and became even more 
pronounced after heavy rains. 
The Bradley disposal system, 
built in 1965 on the swamp soil 
of a former meadow, was—in 
soine places—an open sewer. 


While, town government 


moved .to tie up loose ends in 
an overall plan that would 
combine a central sewage 
plant with alternative, in- 
novative solutions in outlying 
areas, St. John's engineers 
drew up a blueprint to clean 
up their client's sewage. 


Those plans, approved by 


the county, will result'in what 
will probably be the largest, 
most sophisticated, and ex- 
pensive 
drainage 
field 
in 


Woodstock to date. So much 
so, 'in fact, that some thought 
St. John planned considerable 
expansion in stores or apart- 
ments on 26 acres of land he 
owns directly behind the shop- 
ping center. 


Others, who had predicted 


sewage problems for the com- 
.plex over 10 years ago, when 
present stores were'only in the 
planning stagesv^aid even the 
new system would not work on 
the wetlands there. 


St. John's- engineers, Brin- 


nier and Larios, predict other- 
wise. While agreeing that most 
of the land is swampy, and 
does have drainage problems, 
they said "a lot of'good soil" 
was found on the far edge of 
the property near the Elwyn 
Lane area. So|ood, in fact, the 
new system will be put in the 
ground and will not have to 


discharge into the adjacent 
stream, where present piping 
carries it. 


The price for that will be 


high. Firms are bidding on 
more than a mile of tile fields 
required to handle effluent. 
Each of six tile fields needed 
will contain hundreds of feet of 
distribution pipe. The system 
will be capable of discharging 
far more than 6,000 gallons of 
sanitary wastes per day, 
through three separate pump- 
'ing operations to higher 
ground. 


That's a lot but, while it will 


achieve a high degree of treat- 
ment for ths present seven 
stores in Bradley Meadows, it 
is not enough for any major 
expansion. 


Sev-rge specialists said that, 


once installed', the new system 
could serve "another couple of 
stores, or a few additions, but 
that's all it could handle." 
That indicated that St. John 
had no immediate plans for 
further building and, perhaps, 
plans to do anything else with 
the property as .long as it re- 
mains in his ownership. 


Meanwhile, the- town con- 


tinues to play a waiting game 
on the final solution of its own 
problem. Its new sewage study 
plan has been completed. New 


recommendations and facts 
have been incorporated in the 
plan, allowing both a tradi- 
tional central system and such 
alternatives as composting, 
digesting, or recirculating 
toilets. 


Supervisor Valerie Cadden 


met recently with state of- 
ficials to discuss the just com- 
pleted plan. She hoped for 
high priority approval in a 
short time,. but has had no 
further word. 


Woodstock must receive at 


least 75 per cent funding in 
order to proceed. "Without 
it," said Cadden, "nothing 
happens." 


If and when approval comes, 


Woodstock could not hope to 
have.any system, traditional 
or unconventional, in opera- 
tion for several years. That's 
too late for thpse private prop- 
erty owners'who are already 
having serious problems. Pres- 
sure from the county has as- 
sured that St. John will have 
his system installed and oper- 
ating long before any overall 
solution by the town. And, as 
the county continues its un- 
finished dye test study this 
fall, other business and apart- 
ment owners may have to fol- 
low St. John's lead.

"Our spectrum of age is 


growing wider," said Joseph E. 
Ryan, local ARC executive di- 
reetor, whose organization in 
20 years of operation has com- 
mitted itself to a "cradle-to- 
grave" relationship with many 
of its clients. 


Mental retardation — that 


is, mental development which 
has been slower and/or has 
stopped earlier than normal — 
can be helped through counsel- 
ing, therapy and rehabilita- 
tion. The earlier these meas- 
ures begin, the more effective 
they are. 


"I have a strong suspicion 


that our greatest need right 
now is in identifying mental 
retardation in children from 
newly born to 2V5f years. Four 
years ago, we were identifying 
children at 7 years old. Now, 
we're finding them at 2 and 3," 
Ryan said. 
. "We need to find them as 
early as we can." 


Retarded 
children below 


school age can begin preparing 
for the future at the ARC's day 
training center in the former 
School No. 4 on Delaware Ave- 
nue. 


Children are helped with 


basic speech, coordination, so- 
cial skills and personal 
hygiene. Some youngsters go 
on to public school. For those 
who are unable, there are spe- 
cial classes at the day training 
center. 


The center has classroom fa- 


cilities, certified teachers, 
aides, a nurse, social worker, 
two consulting psychologists 
and a physical therapy pro- 
gram. 


An equally important part of 


ARC activities are its

Washington testified he was

KINGSTON — There isn't 


much difference between an

lot to tne; Rev. Robert T. 
Shellenberjer, who remembers 
well the contribution to St. 
John's Episcopal Church by 
the late sculptor George 
Huber. 


Father Shellenberger, pastor 


of St." John's from 1943 to 1972, 
pointed out to the Freeman 


that its Sept. 26 feature on the 
church had incorrectly identi- 
fied the handsome wood carv- 
ing inside the building as 
works by "Huben." 


In fact, the works were done 


by Huber, a nationally recog- 
nized stone carver who had 
moved to Rosendale in his 
later years and was talked out 
of retirement, so. to speak, to 


do the St. John's sculptures. 


Begun in the mid-1930's, 


H u b e r ' s work 
on the 


sculptures extended into 
Father Shellenberger's tenure, 
and the two men became close 
friends. 


A native European, Huber 


was born in the same Alsatian 
village which produced 
Frederic Bartholdi, designer of 
the Statue of Liberty.

great artist," the Rev. Shellen- 
berger said. 


located in Kingston at 495

Workshop activities include 


a large recycling operation, 
various industrial assembly 
projects, and a yard and build- 
ing maintenance employment 
service. 


Because market prices have 


remained high, recycling is a 
major revenue producer for 
ARC clients. Ryan said the 
workshops welcome any glass, 
paper or aluminum which can 
be left at the dropoff stations. 


On assembly jobs, workers 


usually are paid only for what 
they produce. While the ARC 
client may work slower than 
the 
average industrial as- 


sembler, both the work and 
the wages have a profound 
meaning. 


"There's a wonderful feeling 


of independence and self-suffi- 
ciency that comes with a 
paycheck," said Raymond 
Brownell, training assistant to 
Mary Lou Dengler, supervisor' 
of the Broadway workshop. 


The ARC also runs a county- 


wide recreation program for all 
interested retarded children 
and adults, using community 
facilities for activities ranging 
from a local bowling match to 
a baseball outing at Yankee 
Stadium. 


Each summer, all mentally 


retarded children in Ulster 
County are eligible to take 
part in a recreation program 
that includes a week at Camp 
Wendy in Wallkill through a 
cooperative arrangement with 
the Ulster County Girl Scouts. 


A five-vehicle transportation 


system run by ARC brings 
handicapped children and 


adults to workshop, educa- 
tional and . recreational ac- 
tivities. 
• 
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.The association a'l*o pro- 


vides' supervision for a recrea- 
tional activity program run by 
the Hudson Hills elderly nurs- 
ing home in Saugerties for 26 
of its women patient*. 


A newer branch of ARC ac- 


tivities is the hostel program it 
operates in seven area homes 
where retarded adults may live 
as permanent residents under 
professional supervision. 


An.average eight to. 10 re- 


tarded adults live in each 
home under policies set by 
admission-discharge 
commit- 


tees whose members are at 
least half non-agency people, 
including at least one resident 
of the neighborhood in which 
the hostel is located. 


"The retarded person can 


handle most things except ab- 
stract thought and reasoning," 
Ryan said. "Our clients ar e 
very innocent, very open, very. 
affectionate, very easy-to get 
along with — but you don't 
expect a 7-year-old child to 
handle differential calculus."' 


ARC acts as advocate and 


adviser to retarded; persons 
and their families, helping to 
assure their legal rights 
through local resources, and 
through a state ARC-spon- 
sored group called SOAR, Sys- 
tem of Advocacy- for the Re- 
tarded. 


The bulk of ARC's local 


donations come from its 300 
dues-paying members and' 
from the United Way. Al- 
though a relatively small part 
of ARC's annual $925,000 
budget, the local contributions 
are vital. 


"Very few state or .federal 


programs provide 100' per cent 
funds. We must have contribu- 
tions to match them: And con- 
tributions are about the only 
way we can expand our ser- 
vices," Ryan said.

Young on Tuesday and Depu- 
ty Chief Frank Blount, the 
department's second in com- 
mand, who is under in- 
vestigation in a federal drug 
probe, was relieved of his 
duties last week.

officer close to the investiga- 
tion told the Detroit Free 
Press Wednesday that Harvel 
was not considered a "target" 
in the case.

Deadly Mirex Found at Plant 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y. 


(UPI) — Federal and state 
investigators have found 147 
tons of the pesticide Mirex in 
sealed containers at a Hooker 
Chemicals & Plastics ware- 
house here. 


The Environmental Protesc- 


tion Agency and the state De- 
partment of Environmental 
Conservation, which sent 20 
scientists here Monday for a 
three-day investigation, said 
they expected to find about 70 
tons of the chemical. 


However, an EPA spokes- 


man in New York City said 
Wednesday that Hooker in- 
formed the EPA four months 
ago that it had 294,600 pounds 
of Mirex in storage. 


The spokesman said Hooker 


sent a letter to the EPA May 
21 and the EPA felt the storage 
was not causing environmental 
damage. 


"As far as we knew the 


amount that was up there was 
not causing any environmental 
damage," The spokesman 
said. 


John Ciancia, of the EPA 


laboratory in Edison, N.J., 
who is in charge of the inspec- 
tion team, said investigators 
found 294,600 pounds of Mirex 
in "sealed tight" containers in 
a dry warehouse. 
_ The_ state ^had estimated 
FherVwere 140,000 pounds of 
Mirex at the plant. 


The team of scientists was 


sent here after "dangerously" 
high levels of Mirex was found 
in fish caught in Lake Ontario. 


The scientists also said that 


Hooker once 
manufactured 


another pesticide, 
Keporie, 


here. 


Scientists reported that both 


Mirex and Kepone both have 
caused cancer in laboratory 
animals. 


Ciancia said testing has con- 


centrated largely on finding 
discharges of Mirex, and no 
details on the Kepone manu- 
facture were available, but it 
reportedly was manufactured 
for Hooker's plant in Virginia^ 


Hooker was identified by the 


Department of Environmental 
Conservation as the "major 
source" of Mirex pollution in 
the Niagara River, which flows 
into Lake Ontario. 


Hooker officials have said 


the company has not made 
Mirex since 1967 at its plant 
here and has not processed or 
packaged it since April of 1975. 
However, investigators 
said 


quantities of the chemical may 
have been washed by rainfall 
into sewer pipes under the 
plant, then into the river. 


Hooker officials have refused 


comment on the investigation. 


Ulster, wu charged with hin- 
dering prosecution, a felony. 
He is alleged to have disposed 
of the proceeds of ths burglary 
in order to hinder the prose- 
cution of subjects who actually 
committed the burglary.

Presidents Must Lie 


The other day Mr. Hodding Carter ffl, 


publisher of the Delta Democrat Times, 
who is a summa cum laude graduate of 
Princeton University and also very bright, 
gave it as his reason for devoting his full- 
time energies to the election of Jimmy 
Carter that the country was "tired of 
being lied to" by its Presidents. Now 
those who believe in the further social- 
ization of American life should go ahead 
and vote for Jimmy Carter/But someone, 
even if ungarlanded by a summa cum 
laude, should apply some cold compress 
to the fevered brows of those burning 
idealists who believe that Executive Sin 
was invented by Nixon-Ford. 


Asked about the lies of Mr. Ford, Mr. 


Hodding Carter gave two examples. 
Whan asked during his confirmation 
hearings as vice-president whether he 
would run for presdident, he said No, he 
had no intent of doing so. And then when 
he was asked somewhere along the line 
whether he would pardon Richard Nixon, 
he said he didn't think that was ap- 
propriate. Well, said Mr. (Hodding) 
Carter triumphantly — we all know what 
happened then. Presumably when at 
Princeton the boys were told that 
Churchill once said, "Give us the tools 
and we'll do the job." Hodding and his 
classmates were introduced to moral 
squalor. 


In his stump speech, Jimmy Carter 


reverts ceaselessly to the line that he will 
never tell a lie to the American people. He 
appears to have convinced some of his 
disciples that this is literally true. If one 
were absolutely csrtain that it was, that 
would be sufficient reason for voting 
against Mr. Carter. Because the Ameri- 
can people — every people — need to be 
"lied" to ewry now and then, in the sense 
that Ford "lied" when he said at first he 
would not grant pardon, then changed his 
mind. 


Knute Rockne lied to his team as all 


cheerleaders must, even as FDR lied 
when he said we had nothing to fear but 
fear itself, when in fact what we had to 
fear was things like hunger, unemploy- 
ment, mortgage collectors, Nazis, Com- 
munists and FDR. Professor Hayek has 
said that the canard that one cannot turn 
the clock back is the equivalent of saying 
that one cannot learn from experience. 
Experience should be an important 
teacher, and no one knows this better 
than Jimmy Carter. His experience as a 
governor of Georgia who sought popu- 
larity with his constituency led him to 
advocate right to work laws. His ex- 
perience as a presidential candidate led 
him to oppose right to work laws. Is he for 
that reason a liar? Or, as Carter said of 
Lyndon Johnson, "a liar and a cheat"? 


When the political moralists really 


want to frighten us these days they dangle 
the figure of Richard Nixon before our 
memory. I have resolved from this day on 
to resist this. My quarrels with Mr. Nixon 
are not those of the majority — he gave 
us price controls, and an ambivalent 


policy in Indochina, and detente with the 
Soviet Union, and the apotheosis of Mao 
Tse-tung — that's what I hold mostly 
against him. Yet these are the measures 
that brought a detente, however tem- 
porary, in his relations with American 
liberals. 


The Nixon they refer to is exclusively 


the Nixon of Watergate, the man who 
conspired to cover-up. Well, he did it, he 
was caught, and he was ousted: so that's 
that. Chicken thieves should not sit in the 
Oval office. 


But to suggest that Nixon stands alone 


in covering-up illegalities is to advertise 
a kin of historical parochialism inap- 
propriate to a summa cum laude from 
Princeton or, for that matter, from San 
Quentin 0. Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
during 1940 and 1941, got up in the 
morning, brushed his teeth, and began a 
day's lying until, weary, he fell off to sleep 
at night. The best-seller "A Man Called 
Intrepid" is substantially an account of 
the dissimulations and illegal and un- 
constitutional activity of Franklin Delano

Roosevelt, by an ardent admirer who 
chronicle* the critical aid extended by 
Roosevelt to the Allies before Pearl Har- 
bor. Though I regret the duplicity, I am 
glad FDR did it. And I doubt that the 
Cartels, either Jimmy or Hodding, will 
denounce his memory for it. After all, 
Roosevelt — though he was always talk- 
ing to Robert Sherwood and other in- 
timates about the possibility of his im- 
peachment in the event he was caught out 
— won: he got the United States into war. 
As they say, history is the polemic of the 
victor. 


Are we saying that there is a place for 


lying in office? That is an awkward 
formulation. What we are saying is that 
presidents will "lie".

They will denounce lying while lying, and 
preach about chastity when they are 
sinning with their eyes. On this front 
there is no relief in sight.

length, with nearly everybody in her 
family entering a comment. 


The sons of the Ford* and Carters are 


acknowledged to have tried marijuana, 
which just happens to be a crime in most 
states. 


Vice President Nelson-Rockefeller is 


photographed making a public obscene 
gesture to a group of hecklers, a gesture 
once only associated with slobs and rude 
teenagers. 


All the country has heard those tapes 


on which President Nixon swears like a 
drunken sailor. 


What's going on here? And is it a good 


thing? 


On the one hand, it is a relief to drop 


the pretense that political families are 
paragons of old-fashioned virtue, since in 
our hearts we knew all along they were 
just ordinary people who happened to go 
into'the political business instead of 
plumbing: On the other hand, it is dis- 
turbing to face the reality that the people 
who govern us and decide how many tana 
we pay and which wars we fight are as 
fallible in their private lives as we an.

Carter's comments indeed indicated a 


certain lack of decorum and good tatte, 
by the old standards. But the old stan- 


dards are going, and nobody is exactly 
certain what the new ones are, for presi- 
dential candidates or for anybody. 


Dignity, after all, is not the moat 


important qualification for the presiden- 
cy. Niion, with all bis hypocrisy and 
White House Church services, was pretty 
dignified • and look what it got us. 


Carter talked to Playboy magazine be- 


cause be wanted to demonstrate that his 
own puritan religious belief* didn't make 
him intolerant or non-understanding of 
those millions who read such magazines 
-or-who watch TV's popular "All in the 
Family," in which this week Archie 
Bunker flirts swiously with another wom- 
an and hurts his wife's feelings. Carter 
used a couple of blunt phrases that have 
apparently shocked some ministers but 
'wouldn't even cause a movie to lose its 
okay-ror-kiddies rating. 


It might help to put all this in per- 


spective by contrasting it with President 
Ford's silence in the face of reports that 
he accepted free vacations from U.S. 
Steel while a congressman, an act of 
dubious morality, to say nothing of con- 
flict of interest. The White House acted 
as though hit conduct was so imjfnificaait 
as to be unworthy of comment. That was 
the dignifltd approach'

Taxpayer's 
Money Put 
To Flight 


WASHINGTON - The 


Lockheed military-industrial em- 
pire is now so heavily subsidized 
by the taxpayers that the com- 
pany allegedly 
has 
siphoned 


government money into its com- 
mercial projects. 


Federal investigators have ac- 


cused Lockheed of channeling 
• 


more than $45 million of the 
taxpayers' money into such com- 
mercial developments as the L- 
1011 jetliner. 


This was accomplished through 


a complex bookkeeping ma- 
neuver. In its simplest form, the 
technique was to combining 
costs from nongovernment work 
with costs from government con- 
tracts, explain the investigators. 


It is alleged that Lockheed 


charged to defense contracts 
some costs that actually went 
into building the civilian jet- 
liners. Thus the unwitting tax- 
payer wound up helping finance 
the company's commercial en- 
deavors. 


It is small wonder that Lockheed had 


trouble separating its government and 
commercial bookkeeping, for the in- 
dustrial colossus did a whopping $2.2 
billion in government business last 
year. At the pleading of President Ford, 
Congress also granted $200 million in 
federal loan guarantees to keep the 
company from going bankrunt. 


Its books, therefore, are supposed to 


be open to government auditors. But ae 
we reported in July, the Defense Con- 
tract Audit Agency was barred from 
inspecting Lockheed's books. The com- 
pany preferred to deal with-the more 
-lenient Renegotiation board. 


The audit agency, nevertheless, has 


been investigating Lockheed's vast Cali- 
fornia aerospace facilities, Seattle ship- 
yards and Marietta, Ga., complex. The 
Renegotiation Board, for its part, de- 
signed a special three-man committee 
to procure other financial data. 


The General Accounting Office, there- 


after, asked to see Renegotiation 
Board's financial findings on Lockheed. 
This information was submitted, to- 
gether with a highly confidential cover- 
ing letter, by Chairmam Richard Holm- 
quist. 


Although Holmquist's letter doesn't 


specify the precise amount that 
Lockheed took from Peter to pay Paul, 
it is estimated that well over $45 mil- 
lion was involved in the juggling opera- 
tion in 1972 alone. 


President Ford, meanwhile, has held 


down the Renegotiation Board's staff to 
less than 255. This has left too few 
watchdogs to keep an eye on the 
skulduggery of the industrial giants. 
While ths President pinches pennies, 
his industrial pals apparently are steal- 
ing millions. 


Footnote: Lockheed has denied 


knowledge of any diversion of funds 
from government to commercial 
purposes. The Defense Contract Audit 
Agency and the Renegotiation Board 
declined comment. Meanwhile, Rep. 
Josph Minish, D.-N.J., is seeking to 
give the audit agency a larger role in 
checking the books of government con- 
tractors. His legislation has been side- 
tracked, however, by friends of the in- 
dustrialists. 


HARTKE HOWLS — The normally 


amiable Sen. Vance Hartke, D.-Ind., 
howled with indignation over our report 
that his daughter Sandra had found 
employment with a union and and in- 
surance company that benefited from 
the senator's votes. 


Her employers, we also reported, were 


remarkably tolerant They allowed her 
to 
work only when she felt like 


it.Sometimes they mailed her 
paychecks to her home. 


Hartke responded that his opponents, 


"by damn," had better "leave my chil- 
dren out of it." It wasn't easy for Sand- 
ra, he said, "bring Sen. Vance Hartke's 
daughter." 


It wasn't Sandra but the senator 


whose conduct we were questioning. He 
voted down the line for legislation en- 
dorsed by the Brotherhood of Railway 
and Airline Clerks at the same time 
that his daughter was on the union 
payroll. 


The union let her off, with pay, to 


campaign for her father six years ago. 
Confidential union records show that 
she missed work 110 days from January 
through November, 1970. 


She claimed 52 days sick leave, and 


our sources confirm she had some legit- 
imate medical problems. But she also 
took off an additional 58 days during 
the height of the campaign from June 
through November. Sandra has 
acknowlsdged that she spent some of 
this time in Indiana helping to re-elect 
her father. Under union rules, she was 
entitled to only 17 days sick time and 
10 days vacation time. Yet the union 
paid her for the entire 110 days. Not 
until after the November election did 
the union threaten to dock her pay. 


It is also clear from the confidential 


records that the union vigorously sup- 
ported Hartke in the campaign. 
• In 1971, Sandra found a better job 
with the Travelers Insurance Company, 
But again, she was permitted to spend 
most of her time attending to personal 
interests. Hartke also happens to be a 
power on the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee which has jurisdiction over in- 
surancs matters. 


Footnote: In his attack on us, ths 


senator stated that our story "was first 
used in the 1970 ... campaign." The 
confidential memo* in our possession 
hadn't been made public previously. In 
fact, Sandra didn't even go to work for 
Traveler! until the year after the 1970 
campaign.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Archivist* are always having 
to decide what pieces of paper 
to save and what to throw 
away. 


"In archivism," says 


archivist Herbert Fich, 
keeper of 30 million docu- 
ments at Cornell University, 
"it's better to put off to 
tomorrow something you 
could do today. 


"Tomorrow you might need 


the records that you didn't 
discard today. Time is on the 
archivists' side Deciding 
what to retain is the place 
where the archivist acts at his 
most professional" 


He was here this week talk- 


ing shop at the convention of 
the Society of the American 
Archivists 


The 800 Americans met in 


conjunction with the Eighth 
International 
Congress on 


Archives Wearing earphones, 
568 international delegates 
discussed common archival 
concerns with simultaneous 
translation in five languages 


Archivists are the collec- 


tors, catalogers and keepers of 
society's records. 


In this country, the Ns- 


tional Archives keeps 3 
billion documents in 20 re- 


positories, including one ID- 
acre building outside Wash- 
ington It also supervises the 
disposition of government pa- 
perwork. 


The National Archives 


keeps 2 to 3 per cent of all 
government records produced 
each year — 7 million cubic 
feet added to the shelves an- 
nually 


The archivists worried over 


questions of privacy, of access 
to records, of the problems 
arising from the endless and 
massive outpouring of new 
government documents. They 
also discussed the ultimate 
ownership of Richard M. 
Nixon's White House tapes, 
an issue awaiting a Supreme 
Court ruling 


They talked, too, about 


bow to store computerized 
documents (80 per cent of the 
government's records are ex- 
pected to be on magnetic 
tape, not paper, in 20 years) 
and thefts of old papers from 
poorly guarded libraries — a 
new, rising concern. 


Finch, the Cornell 


archivist, said that an 
archivist, to know what pa- 
pers to keep, needs a solid 
grasp of history (looking at 


each document with the ques- 
tion, "If I were writing a book, 
would I want this9") and 
must have "archival imagina- 
tion" and, finally, needs in- 
tuition.

"You just.have to develop a 


gut feeling that some day 
someone will say, 'Blessings 
on that archivist,'" he said. 


The profession has made 


mistakes, he noted. 


Archivists used to save only 


the papers of "great white 
men," he said They failed to 
anticipate the rise of black 
history, of the women's move- 
ment and of interest in the 
histories of large groups ("all 
the Slavs in Milwaukee, for 
example"). Now they have to 
scurry through uncataloged 
documents to satisfy society's 
interests in those things. 


As for the future of presi- 


dential papers after the Nix- 
on tapes question is resolved, 
Congress created a National 
Study Commission on Re- 
cords and Documents of Fed- 
eral Officials to make recom- 
mendations.

"We're doing very well. But

Tom, now an engineering stu- 
dent at the University of New 
Orleans, works in a store 
owned by his uncle Tuong 
Nguyen.

Croations Terrorists 
Indicted for Murder 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Five 


Croatian nationalists who hi- 
jacked a Trans World Airlines 
jet earlier this month have 
been indicted in the bombing 
death of policeman Brian 
Murray. 


District Attorney Robert M. 


Morgenthau said Wednesday 
the 
five 
defendants were 


charged with two counts of 
murder in the second degree, 
five counts of kidnaping, crim- 
inal possession of a dangerous 
weapon and three charges of 
assault 


Murray, a member of the 


bomb squad, was killed Sept. 
11 while trying to defuse a 
bomb allegedly placed by the 
defendants in a subway locker 
at Grand Central Station. The 
bomb exploded at the police 
firing range and three other 
policemen were injured. 
• 


The five hijacked tne TWA 


plane while en route from New 
York to Chicago and forced it 
to fly to Newfoundland, then 
to Iceland and to Pans, where 
they were arrested by French 
police. The hijackers issued 
statements supporting inde- 
pendence of Croatia from Yu- 
goslavia 


The indictment said the de- 


fendants, in placing the bomb 
in the locker, showed a "de- 
praver! indifference to human 
life" The second charge of 
murder related to the fact that 
Murray's death occurred dur- 
ing the commission of another 
crime — the kidnaping of the 
crew and passengers of TWA's 
flight 355 


The defendants all are in 


federal custody awaiting tnal 
in federal court on the hijack- 


ing charges. 


They will be arraigned next 


week on the state charges. 


If convicted on those 


charges, the defendants — 
Zvonko Busic, 30, of Manhat- 
tan, Julienne BUBIC, 26, of 
Manhattan, Mark Vlassic, 29, 
of Stamford, Conn., Petar 
Matanic, 31, of Yonkere and

325 persons have won $2,500 
worth of groceries. 


The odds of winning the 


$1,000 a week prize are 25 
million to one and the chances 
against the grocery prize are 
120,000 to one. 


The first drawing for the 


jackpot prize will be Oct. 11 in 
New York City with 100 con- 
testants participating, Lottery 
Director Jonn Quinn ssid in a 
statement released by his pub- 
lic relations staff. A second 
jackpot drawing is expected to 
be held later in October. 


Qumn said the brisk sales 


have presented a problem in 
keeping the 8,300 licensed 
salesmen supplied with the 
tickets. 


Another 5,000 persons have 


applied for sales licenses, but 
they will not be issued until 


the current instant game is 
completed. 


Quinn also announced that

Pinball craze 


hits county (with force) 


....hundreds hooked 


Girl in center aids game with body English while others maintain their separate realities

WOODSTOCK-Until this summer, you 


couldn't play a pinball machine in New York 
City because of its connotations of gambling. 
Whether gambling has lost its connotations 
(witness the lottery) or the city figured it 
couldn't afford to lose the business, that situ- 
ation has since been rectified. 


Pinball is a game of skill, not chance, say 


proponents. Having experimented with that 
elusive ball bearing for more than 10 years and 
being witness to countless matches on the 
burgeoning machine population of Ulster Coun- 
ty, we can only agree wholeheartedly. 


Of course, some can be mastered to a greater 


degree than others. "Pinup" is a favorite for 
duels, sporting levers both at the bottom and 
halfway up to provide greater flexibility. 


In fact, some patrons of the Cafe Espresso in 


Woodstock have become so expert at Pinup that 
they can play the same quarter for hours on 
end, building up extra points into the millions 
as the small crowd gathers to cheer a good set 
up or pass from one lever to another; the "bong" 
goes off after the red light has been struck, and 
the sharp schlocking sound of another ball won 
is added to the list on the screen. 


While some people take a fling at the games 


and then move on to other pursuits, it appears 
that others are hooked. 


The six and seven-year-olds cadge quarters 


from people on the street to play another game, 
and at that age can become amazingly adept 
at the split-second timing required for con- 
sistency. 


My eight-year-old has a regular chore of 


washing the dishes, for which he gets fifty cents. 
At least half of his spending money finds its way 
into the Pinball Palace on Woodstock's Village 
Green. It's a great incentive, especially since I 
hate to do the dishes. 


Sitting in the Pinball Palace, as good a place 


as any to study the intently concentrating faces 
and gyrating bodies of the serious pinball 
player, one can see the emotional frustration 
build as the machine gets one up on the player, 
and the leap of frenzied joy when the player 
pulls off what he knows is a great move. 


A psychologist 
might be tempted 
to 


categorize it as an emotional cathartic. 


But then there are those grim, determined 


players who grip both sides of the blinking, 
pinging machine with clenched fists, twisting 
their bodies and tightening their lips, who seem 
to reap no joy from their quarter, but instead 
plunge their hand recklessly into their pocket 
for another coin in a never-ending challenge of 
trying to top the last score. 


Of course, there's always the social angle. 


Two guys and two girls can play a four-way' 
game with a center to the conversation, usually 
a welcome attraction for the adolescsnt ex- 
perimenter or a bunch of people out for a beer. 
In those games, it doesn't really matter who 
wins or loses, but just whether you play the 
game. 


There are those who thought the craze would 


die after the rock musical "Tommy" had run 
its course, but inevitably American ingenuity at 
turning any situation to advantage has given us 
enough pinball wizard machines to stretch 
coast to coast. 


In fact, we spoke with a disgusted teenaged 


patron the other day from California who 
informed us that a particular machine on the 
West Coast would give you free games, but in 
New York they only give you a free ball. 
Momentarily tempted to. toss off a typically 
cynical remark about New York ripoffs, we 
instead found ourselves defending the greater 
skill needed this way. 


The machines sometimes go "on the blink," 


as anything so electronically 'sophisticated 
must. It can be traumatic, especially in a small 
establishments with two or three machines. We 
watched in fascination recently as the pinball 
man came in, unlocked the inner workings, and 
lifted the entire top up to reveal the complex 
wiring and sensitisors that actually make ths 
thing work under constant punishment. 


He poked a few things, felt a few wires, shot 


a few balls through the workings, and closed it 
up, sliding back the heavy glass cover. 


"How are they to work on?" we asked. "Is it 


a difficult thing to learn?" • • • ' 


"They're all different," he answered with a 


shrug. "They're always coming out with 
something new."

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Capricorn Records Boss Gives the Dollar Rundown 
Critical Campaign Funds Raised for Carter by Rock

Capricorn Record* Inc., which 
cut* Gregg Allman'i songs and 
which has been torn by bitter- 
ness and a major drug inquiry. 


Phil Walden, 36, of Macon, 


Ga., president and owner of 
Capricorn, sponsored at least 
five concert* for Carter at'a 
time when the former Geot'gia 
governor's campaign was fi- 
nancially strapped. 


According to Carter treas- 


urer Robert Lipshutz, the con- 
certo netted $151,000 in profits 


.and federal matching funds, 
•* far 
less than reports of 


:- $700,000. 
;I Lipshutz and Capricorn 
•- gave UPI the following run- 
l- down on the concerts, artists, 


attendance, gross, net, and 
federal matching funds: 


.1. Fox Theatre, Atlanta; fea- 


turing Marshall Tucker; Oct. 
31; drew 4,000 people; grossed 
$25,609, netted $10,420; and 
produced $8,500 in matching 
funds. 


2. Providence, R.I.; featured 


Allman Brothers band; Nov. 
25; drew 18,000-20,000; grossed 
$64,031, netted 56,257; and 
produced $31,300 in matching 
funds.

They were in- 
troduced by Floyd Hall, then 
Carter's special adviser and 
later a Capricorn vice presi- 
dent. 


The two became friends. 


Carter returned two weeks lat- 
er. Michael Hyland, Walden's 
public relations director, said 
Walden thought Carter would 
stay 15 minutes. He remained 
two hours. 


Jody Powell, Carter press 


secretary and political adviser, 
said Carter talks to Walden 
frequently and that Walden 
was in one of the early meet- 
ings at which Carter discussed 
the presidency. Both Powell 
and Hyland told UPI that 
Walden is not one of Carter's 
inner circle. "They're just good 
friends," Hyland said. "That's 
about it." 


Walden was a poor boy who 


got rich in his hometown of 
Macon. Hyland placed his 
wealth at about $8 million. 
Walden took his first big leap 
by signing Otis Redding, a 
famous black singer who died 
in a plane crash in 1967. 


Walden'a master stroke was 


to recruit guitarist Duane Al- 
lman of Daytona, Fla., and his 
composer-brother Gregg. 
Duane was killed in-1971 in a 
motorcycle accident. Gregg, 
now 28, is married to Cher 
Bono. 


Eventually, members of the 


Allman Brothers Band set up 
the Great Southern Co., a 
Capricorn spin-off, to sell T-- 
shirts. Walden was a member 
of the board. 


Walden and Capricorn 


raised about $100,000 in chari- 
ties for Macon, a city of 
120,000, many of whose resi- 
dents were skeptical about the 
entertainers. 


This year, the tightly knit 


Capricorn ran into serious 
problems. A federal grand jury 
began a drug investigation. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney John 
Carey told UPI he "will not 
comment one way or the other 
on matters that are not public 
record." 


John 
"Scooter" Herring, 


Allman's former road man- 
ager, was convicted in June of 
one count of conspiracy and 
four of drug distribution, part- 
ly on the strength of Allman's 
testimony that Herring pro- 
vided him cocaine. 


Because he testified for the 


prosecution, Allman was 
granted immunity. Herring re- 
ceived a preliminary 75-year 
sentence, actually being 
placed under "study and ob- 
servation" for 90 days until a

permanent sentence can be 
imposed. 


Joe Fuchs Jr., a Macon 


pharmacist, pleaded guilty to 
one count of conspiracy for 
staging a burglary of his own 
store to cover drug inventory 
shortages. Robert Earl Wood, 
an employe of Great Southern, 
pleaded guilty to one count of 
possession of marijuana. 


In August, J.C. Hawkins Jr., 


who employed Herring for 15 
years, was one of six defen- 
dants convicted of racketeer- 
ing, conspiracy involving 


drugs, 
murder, 
arson 
and 


counterfeiting. 


Hawkins, three others from 


Macon, one from California 
and one from Atlanta all were 
middle-aged truckers whose il- 
legal operation had escalated. 


All told, about two dozen 


persons were indicted, Carey 
'said. 


Allman has not returned to 


Macon since testifying. In the 
•bitterness that followed, 
Hyland 
said, 
"there's • no 


chance of the band getting 
back together." 


Hyland said he does not 


know if Walden himself has 
been a target of the grand jury. 
Walden refused all UPI at- 
tempts to contact him and 
Carey would not comment. 
"We're • just a record com- 
pany," ; Hyland said. "We're

Capricorn is a front for a drug 
operation. It's completely 
false." 


What has Carter done for 


Capricorn and rock music? 


While governor, he proposed 


one of the nation's toughest 
laws to prevent the sale of 
cheap tapes of artists' record- 
ings. The law was enacted af- 
ter Carter left office. 


Carter likes rock music. In 


his 1974 Law Day speech at 
the University of Georgia, 
Carter said Bob Dylan's songs 
provide a "source of my under- 
standing about what's right 
and what's wrong in this socie- 
ty-" 


In accepting the Democratic 


presidential 
nomination 
on 


July 15, Carter said "we have 
an America that, in Bob 
Dylan's phrase, is busy being 
bom, not busy dying."
